No  Unity  At  Evanston 

From  time  to  time  we  have 
carried  articles  concerning  the 
.World  Council  of  Churches  which 
met  in  Evanston,  Illinois  August 
15-31.  We  printed  these  articles  as 
matters  of  information.  It  is  well 
known  to  our  readers  that  we  do 
not  believe  that  Southern  Baptists 
have  a  place  in  the  World  Council 
of  Churches.  We  are  willing  to  co- 
operate  with  any  and  all  in  every 
worthwhile  object  but  to  tie  our 
churches  to  an  over-all  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  laxly  where  beliefs  and  prac¬ 
tices  are  as  varied  as  the  colors  of 
the  rainbow  just  won’t  work — cer¬ 
tainly  not  for  Southern  Baptists. 

Since  the  World  Council’s 
organization  we  have  heard  and 
read  that  this  super-colossal  or¬ 
ganization  was  to  be  heaven  on 
earth  and  that  the  Evanston  meet¬ 
ing  would  bring  constituent 
groups  closer  to  organic  union.  It 
wasn’t  Eutopian  nor  did  it  bring 
them  closer. 

Here  are  a  few  samples: 

1.  The  hoped-for  “open  com¬ 
munion’*  fellowship  for  all  became 
several  separate  services  held  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  rites  of  the  Metho¬ 
dists,  Anglican,  Lutheran,  Ortho¬ 
dox.  and  South  Indian  churches. 
Some  attended  none  for  doctrinal 
reasons. 

2.  Dr.  Visser  T  Hooft,  Gener¬ 
al  Secretary,  in  his  opening  ad¬ 
dress  said  ,“It  is  completely  erron¬ 
eous  to  suggest  that  the  World 
Council  has  any  ambitions  to  be¬ 
come  a  super-church."  In  almost 
the  same  breath  he  said,  “But  the 
Council  can  and  must  work  to 
create  a  situation  in  which  there 
is  so  much  in  common  between 
tlie  churches  that  there  is  no  ade¬ 
quate  reason  for  them  to  remain 
separate  from  each  other.” 

3.  T4ie  Council  could  not  agree 
bn  the  proper  interpretation  of  the 
assembly  theme,  “Christ  —  the 
Hope  of  the  World."  Some  said  it 
meant  present  hdpe,  others  said 
it  concerned  the  world  to  come.

Below  we  give  some  extracts 
from  the  Christian  Century,  al¬ 
ways  in  favor  of  union  and  cer¬ 
tainly  no  friend  of  the  Baptist 
position.

“The  personal  fellowship  at  Evans¬ 
ton  was  not  the  kind  of  fellowship  that 
•an  reach  out  beyond  a  meeting  to 
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bring  divided  congregations  and  denom¬ 
inations  together. 

“Evanston  will  not  be  remembered 
for  having  carried  forward  the  cause  of 
Christian  unity. 

“Evanston,  we  dare  hope,  could  thus 
come  to  be  remembered  as  the  Place 
where  the  World  Council  discovered  how 
qaicklv  the  impulse  to  Christian  unity 
in  action  could  be  sidetracked  and  re 
duced  to  impotence  by  a  demand  for 
prior  theological  agreement.  If  four 
snore  assemblies  handle  theological  or 
dogmatic  themes  as  badly  as  this  one 
did,  the  outlook  is  not  encouraging  Give 
the  World  Council  about  four  more  such 
theological  or  dogmatic  main  themes- 
say.  the  nature  of  biblical  authority  in 
1960.  the  nature  of  the  church  in  1966, 
the  nature  of  salvation  in  1972  and  the 
creedal  basis  of  the  Council  s  own  being 
in  1978 — and  if  the  world  itseW  hasn't 
blown  up  by  that  time  the  Council  al¬ 
most  certainly  will 

“But  Evanston  also  struck  a  note 
of  warning  that  should  not  be  ignored. 
The  warning  was  wrapped  up  in  the 
change  which  it  felt  necessary  to  make 
in  the  Message.  As  first  proposed  it 
would  have  contained  the  electric  words: 
•SIX  YEARS  AGO  OUR  CHURCHES 
ENTERED  INTO  A  COVENANT  TO 
FORM  THIS  COUNCIL.  AND  AFFIRM¬ 
ED  THEIR  INTENTION  TO  STAY  TO¬ 
GETHER.  WE  THANK  GOD  FOR  HIS 
BLESSING  ON  OUR  WORK  AND  FEL¬ 
LOWSHIP  DURING  THESE  SIX  YEARS. 
WE  ENTER  NOW  UPON  A  SECOND 
STATE  TO  STAY  TOGETHER  IS  NOT 
ENOUGH.  WE  MUST  GROW  TOGETH¬ 
ER.’  When  the  assembly  finally  adopted 
its  Message  those  final  words  had  been 
watered  down  to  ‘We  must  go  forward. 

It  was  a  change  big  with  warning. 

"When  all  that  is  granted,  however, 
the  impression  remains  that  some  mis¬ 
takes  were  made  at  Evanston  which 
further  complicated  the  theological  de¬ 
bate  and  further  qualified  its  results. 
The  choice  of  the  main  theme  itself  is 
now  seen  to  have  been  as  unhappy  as 
earlier  criticism  suggested. 

"For  misinterpreted  they  must  have 
been:  at  least,  nothing  much  came  of 
the  consideratiojjjJJie  discussion  itself, 
sometimes  mentioned  as  its  own  justifi¬ 
cation.  alternately  alarmed  and  amused 
but  apparently  did  not  change  any 
minds.  The  advisory  committee’s  report 
came  to  the  assembly  unaltered  say¬ 
ing.  ‘This  is  what  The  Hope  is.’  The 
assembly,  through  Bishop  Ulje’s  com¬ 
mittee,  adds  a  rider  saying,  'Oh.  no,  it 
_  isn’t.’  Schlink  and  Calhoun  convinced 
only  those  who  already  shared  their 
convictions. 

“Almost  every  Evanston  speaker  at 
least  implicitly,  and  usually  explicitly, 
appealed  to  the  Bible,  but  each  with  a 
different  conception  of  its  authority  and 


a  different  principle  of  its  interpreta¬ 
tion 

“There  was  a  mechanical  factor  which 
worked  against  theological  finesse  R 
Evanston  TTiat  was  the  whole  business 
of  voting  on  spiritual  issues.  Just  what 
else  could  have  been  is  not  clear,  and 
no  blame  attaches  anywhere  for  this  in¬ 
congruity.  But  something  is  wrong  when 
the  second  coming  of  Christ  is  pot  to  a 
vote  Plainly,  theology’s  service  of  the 
Word  of  God  is  not  a  parliamentary  pro¬ 
cedure.  It  is  probably  more  a  prayerful, 
disputatious  waiting  on  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  his  consensus.  That  is  the  way  the 
old  councils  did  it.  and  they  sat  for  years 
wrangling  and  waiting.  In  matters  a t 
doctrine,  even  for  the  Holy  Spirit  seven¬ 
teen  days  is  not  enough  for  significant 
movement. 

"The  outstanding  example  of  this 

tendency  is  Eastern  Orthodoxy.  Its  rep¬ 
resentatives  at  Evanston  considered  It 
necessary  to  draft  and  proclaim  a  sep¬ 
arate  statement  of  their  position  on  the 
main  theme  and  another  on  the  report 
of  the  Faith  and  Order  section,  and  to 
have  these  statements  read  to  the  assem¬ 
bly  by  Archbishop  Michael,  the  head  of 
their  delegation.  Their  observations  on 
the  main  theme  constituted  a  contribu¬ 
tion  of  importance  to  the  discussion  ef 
the  assembly,  and  were  gratefully  ac¬ 
cepted  on  their  merits.  But  their  repudi¬ 
ation  of  the  Faith  and  Order  report  was 
of  a  different  spirit,  ft  left  some  people 
wondering  why.  if  they  held  these  views, 
they  wished  to  continue  in  the  assembly. 

“The  Orthodox  delegates  declared 
that  ‘the  whole  approach  (in  the  World 
Council’s  report)  to  the  problem  of  re¬ 
union  is  entirely  unacceptable  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Orthodox  Church.” 

And  Editor  R.  P.  Murchison, 
editor  of  the  Christian  Index,  of¬ 
ficial  publication  of  the  Colored 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  com¬ 
plains  that  only  two  Negroeg  sue 
on  the  World  Council  Central 
Committee. 

Mechanical  unity  sounds  good 
hut  real  unity  can  only  oome  when 
there  is  unity  of  belief  and  prac¬ 
tice.  The  World  Council  doesn’t 
have  that.  ‘ 

P.  S.  A  late  new*  item  quotes 
Bishop  Janos  Peter  of  the  Hun¬ 
garian  Reformed  Church  a* 
charging  in  a  speech  to  the  Hun¬ 
garian  Parliament  that  “certain 
American  political  figures  and  of¬ 
ficial  organs”  employed  “crude 
machinations  to  confuse  us’’  at  the 
recent  World  Council  of  Church  eg 
Assembly  at  Evanston,  Illinois.

II.  JOB  THE  MAN 

He  was  a  good  one  “Perfect  and 
upright,  and  one  that  feared  God. 
*nd  turned  away  from  evil”,  that 
is  the  Bible  description  of  Job.  Job 
is  inherently  a  good  man.  one  who 
had  prospered,  who  was  rich  in  the 
goods  of  this  world  not  only,  but 
rich  also  in  the  faith  that  bound 
him  to  God,  to  whom  he  prayed 
with  his  family  and  from  whom 
even  the  devil  himself,  nay,  nor 
even  a  sarcastic  wife  could  turn 
him  away. 

I  have  a  mind  to  say  that  Job 
was  a  good  man  in  spite  of  his 
wealth  as  someone  said  that  Hum¬ 
boldt  became  a  great  man  in  spite 
of  his  riches  So  often  riches  be¬ 
come  a  hindrance  to  tbe  develop¬ 
ment  of  greatness  of  character  in 
Any  line,  though  it  is  my  privilege 
to  know  some  notable  exceptions. 

III.  JOB'S  PROBLEM 

The  most  baffling  problem  lhat 
has  troubled  men  since  the  first 
one  made  tracks  on  the  surface  of 
Hie  earth.  Why  the  evil?  Who  is 
responsible  for  it?  By  what  music 
of  rhyme  or  rule  of  reason  does 
evil  smite  the  fairest  and  the  best 
of  this  world  and  lay  its  withering 
biipht  upon  the  most  promising  of 
lifo's  fragrant  flowers?  Why  are 
Hie  good  and  brava  and  wise  and 
|ust  compelled  to  bear  the  mocks
